W a s h in g t o n , D. C. May 4.—The origin 
of the Morey letter has at last l*een dis­ 
covered. The ringleader iii the conspir­ 
acy w its II. H. Hadley, a prominent officer 
of tho Hancock Republican club, of New 
York, un organization that embraced 
within its meml>erHhip u number cif Re­ 
publican politicians whofoolshly jumped 
into the Democratic ranks at atime when 
they imagined Hancock would be elect­ 
ed. Hadley has told the story of his con­ 
nection with the forgery. While the de­ 
tails of the statement is suppressed, it is 
known that Hadley’ aud his associates 
palmed off* the letter as an original doc­ 
ument upon the Democratic National 
committee. John I. Davenport, of New 
York, wlio deserves the credit of having 
unearthed the forgery, is still engaged 
iii following up the trail, with the expec­ 
tation of running the game into the Dem­ 
ocratic camp.
